The pedestal of tho monument to Gam- 
betta, in the Pace du Carrousel, will coo- 
tain thid inscription, "Frenchmen, raue 
yoar souls and your resolution to the 
height of tha perils which weigh on you1 


native land. 
It yet depends upon you 


to show to the world the sptctucle of n 
great people which will not perish," 


It may be that Ihe party to revenga in 


France will find iu this inscription upon 
the monument of the great leader en- 
courage meot to persevere in their de- 
signs for the re-conquest of Alsace a'nc 
Lorraine and the humiliation of Ger- 
many. 
They may interpret this lan- 


guage 4n accordance with their own 
views aud wishes, believing that tho 
spectacle of a great people which will 
not perish is dependent upon the con- 
tinuance of aa immense standing army 
and the attainment of military glorv, 


But there in another interpretation 


v/hioh raay be placed upon this language 
and ono which Leon Gambetta himself 
if ulive nt this time, would, we thiuk. 
be disposed to give them. The path of 
true glory for Franco, as for every 
nation, lies not across the battle-fielc 
slippery with tha blood of the best and 
bra-vent of tho nation, but along the 
ways of peaop, of domestic industry and 
harmonioaa and systematical develop 
ment. 
Were Gambetta at tho head of 


affairs to-day, he would eeo this and 
appreciate it, anil his presence would be 
sought in vain among .those who make 
the streets of Parid resound to their 
cries of "On to Berlin," and ".Revenge 
for Sedan." 


Lot us ask ourselves who can view the 


position of Fuuice dispassionately, what 
would be the buiost guarantee for the 
continuance 
of peace? 
The 
answer 


must be, disarmament, and the sending 
of a half milliou of soldiers back to the 
arts of peace and the industrial voca- 
tions which they have been forced to 
abandon. 


Such ft proposition may seem absurd 


and chimerical, but it can be shown to 
be based on sound reason. 


In Iho firat placo, France has to-dny 


uo enemies in the civilized world except 
of hti o«n making 
Germany, does 


burns one eaj ? If Germany is her en- 
emy why does she not show it by some 
overt act? Does any one believe that 
if Fiance hud no greater army than the 
United States possebsoa Germany woulr 
invade her territory or seek to reduce 
her to tho rank of n conquered prov- 
ince? 
Oa tht contra y, so long as she 


does not rjolost Guromny that country 
is well content to let things remain as 
they are. 


It may well bo that this disposition on 


the pait of Germany does not proceed 
from tiny lovo for Fiauoa, but because ol 
a moral force which would antagonize 
finy hostile movement on her part, and 
which is more effective than all the 
troops thiil France could muster. 
When 


Guriimuy iu 1871 had nor mailed hand 
on thf throat of France, it was only thi 
moral 
force which compelled 
her to 


content hoisolf with the retention of Al 
sace anil Lorraine, to which she had at 
least tho color of title, aud with de- 
maudmg a money indemnity. 
Unlike 


the first Napoleon, the Emperor and his 
Chancellor did not seek to make anew 
the map of Europe or to make Franco a 
Iraus-Bhenish province of Germany, al 
though the power to do so was ample 
Why? 
Because they well knew that the 


sentiment of the world would be against 
thorn, that sentiment which is more 
powerful than King or Kaiser, and be- 
fore which thrones and dynasties totter 
and crumble. 


Tho same sentiment exists to-day. 


and more strongly than then. Should 
France disband its army, except in so 
far as might be necessary for domestic 
use?, Germany, wore it disposed so to 
do, would not dare to march a battiliou 
across the frontier, bent on cocquest. 
The whole world would oppose such n 
movement, and Germany would not dare 
to set herself up against such a universal 
fooling. 


For this reason, then, the p.irty of re- 


venge will undoubtedly err in its con- 
struction of the 
language 
wo have 


quoted. Tha psiils which weigh ou the 
sunny lands of fair France are not to be 
mot by the maintenance of au enormous 
army and nivy, necessitating heavy tax- 
ation and crushing burdens on tbe peo- 
ple, but, by a just, prudent and wise 
administration of civil affairs, by the re- 
duction of the expenses of Government, 
and by n development of the resources 
of tha country. 
The perils of foreign 


invasion are wholly 
imaginary; 
the 


poril of misg>Vbrn'neut and maladmin- 
istration of dom^s'.io affairs is aliviyj 


present. 


France should tnko p ittern from her 


sister republic, aud put her trust in her 
inherent •Ureugtb and in the patriotism 
and devotion of her people, rather than 
in standing armies, kept up at au enor- 
mous expense aud which are praotio'illv 
valueless. 
Tho army of France is a 


constant menace to the peace of Europe ; 
di-b md it, and France has nothing to 
fe«r. 
I.i th-U way, and iu that ouly, I 


can Ihe world be mada to wituesa the 
only spectacle of a great psople and one 
that will neVfcr perish. 


THE SOS OF JOA«ttFXX 


Arrested for Morse-Stealing' — Wet- 
ting Hi* Dlnlioiiest Traits Honestly. 


On Saturday last the Grand Jury of 


Nevada county indicted a young man 
named Al. Miller for grand larceny. 
His crime was horse-stealing. 
The 


prisoner is a bright young fellow, not 
bad locking, and proves to be the son of 
Joaquin Miller, tha "Poet of the Si- 
erras." He excuses his thieving act on 
the ground 
of ill-tret.tment received 


from his father since the second mar- 
riage, "and," the telegraph adds, "he 
appears not to care now if he does bring 
disgrace upon his family." 


A young man who will bring disgrace 


upon his parents is not deserving of 
pity, but there is some little excuse for 
young Miller, for, to all accounts, he 
comes honestly by his dishonest traits. 
In tho days when Joaquin Miller roamed 
about tho northern wilds, associating 
with ladians and chasing tbe nimble- 
footed deer and the Ticous grizzly, he 
was by no means a saint. He made 
frequent trips to Oregon and "Washing- 
ton Territory upon hunting and trading 
expeditions, and while in Shasta and 
Siskiyou counties he was in the mines 
considerably. 
It is not upon record, 


however, that the sweet singer of the 
Sierras ever did much delving for the 
precious motal. 
His headquarters were 


at Shasta City. He was not a stranger 
to the county jail, and was once in that 
institution on a charge of horse-stealing 
himself. 
Ho had taken a horse from 


one of the mining camps and was cap- 
tured with the animal in Shasta. How 
tho poot escaped lynching has always 
been a mystery, for horso-stealing was 
ono of the greatest crimes known on 
the mining-camp calendar. Miller was 
thrown into prison to await trial, but in 
somo manner succeeded in escaping and 
made tracks for Oregon. It is probable 
that the authorities considered this a 
case of good riddance and never went 
after him. 


He kept away from his old haunts 


until two or three yeais ago, when he 
slipped into Shasta and stopped at a 
hotel under an assumed name. 
lie 


mado frequent trips over the old mining 
grounds, and wvoto some most interest- 
ing letters about the region to the East- 
ern press. He described Shasta's won- 
derful resources and did much good 
toward attracting the attention of homo 
and health-seekers to that neighbor- 
hood. This was enough to repay the 
country for tbe crime he had committed 
in his younger days. 


Joaquin Miller, attired ia neat black 


clothes, his hair falling in curls down 
over his shoulders, and a broad-brimed 
cow-boy-styled hat tipoii his head, was 
sitting on, the hotel porch one afternoon 
during his late "visit to Shasta, looking 
out in tho direction of old Mount Shasta, 
whose giand, snowy peaks he has 
charmingly painted in words, doubtless 
seeking inspiration for a new "pome," 


An old man, dressed in the garb of a 


miner, had also been sitting on the 
porch, watching tho poet as intently as 
that individual had been gazing upon 
the mountains. Finally he approached 
the long-haired stranger, laid his hand 
upon his shoulder, and asked: 


"Hain't you Joaquin Miller?" 
"I am," was tho quiet reply. 
"Well, I thought so," replied the 


minor, " and told the boys 'round here, 
but they wouldn't bolive me, 'cause 
you've writ another name on the hotel 
book. 
But I knowed you jist as soon 


as 1 clapped eyes onter you." 


The old man gave his name, and Mil- 


ler bounded to his feet, grasped him by 
tho hand and gave it a hearty shake. 
Tho old man was Miller's oarly-dny com- 
panion, who had boon with him in 
many of his wild escapades. The poet 
and the minor linked arms together and 
strolled away ovor the hills to talk over 
old times, and it was late at night before 
they reappeared at their lodgings. 


Joaqviin Miller's son will doubtless 


have a harder time to escape than his 
father, nnd to all accounts the doors of 
the State Prison arc standing wide open 
for him. It is doubtUsa whether his 
father will come to his rescue.

In 1874 or 1875 John Hancock 
Dennia bought tt hall interest of Cassidy 
and finally in 1877 A. Skillman bought 
out the interest of Dennis, and tbe firm 
has ever since been Cassidy & Skill- 
man. 


By the help Of the Sentinel Mr. CBS- 


Bidy worked himself to the State Sen- 
ate twice, to Congress ones, and finally 
to hia present lucrative position under 
Uncle Sam. He also worked his part- 
ner, Skillman, into the neat, claan-out 
little job of Internal Revenue Collector, 
though now, since the change in that 
office he is only a deputy. 


Eureka has been the toughest place 


in the State for newspaper men—that 
ia for those who had the temerity of con- 
ducting aa opposition paper to the Sen- 
tinel, and owing to^ the unfortunate cir- 
cumstances which have attended such 
enterprises, the Sentinel has escaped 
serious 
opposition. Tha 
opposition 


newspaper graveyard in Eureka' con- 
sists of one publisher landed in prison, 
one editor killed, ODD wounded, five 
"bustf-cl," and of the latter one editor 
and two publishers run out of town. 


Driving all these -vicissitudes of the 


opposition, the Sentinel never experi- 
enced the least trouble. It is not on 
record where a writer on the Sentinel 
ever wors even a black eye, though 
things looked very blue once when E. 
V. Baines, a gentleman who is sup- 
posed to have dumped two bars of bull- 
ion from a ferryboat in San Francisco 
bay, 
and a very cU-sperato man, was 


wallzing around George W. Oassictny in 
the editorial sanctum wilb. a young can- 
iion in ono Land and a baby sword in 
the other. The presence of a third 
party enabled Mr. Caesidy to get off 
with his sculp, and preserve the incident 
for publication, after, lo! these many 
years. 


Messrs. Cassidy & Skillman have 


made a good paper of the Sentinel, 
better than the town justified, and Eu- 
reka county suffers a decided loss by 
the suspension of tha daily.
